Oa) HE Farce now before me 
a A feems to have been written 
in imitation of the Rebear- 
fa!, and defign’d to ridicule 
the prefent fafhionable En- 
tertainments. The gentle 
manner in which our Poet 
handles them, is what gives 
me a nye pleafure. The 
Duke of Buckingham had 
hardly a fingle line, which 
was not pointed againft a 

ticular part of fome play then in vogue. But our 
Author is not fo fevere, he contents himfelf wich ban- 
tering them in the lump, and thinks it will be fufficient 
to turn the works of other men to ridicule ; if he him- 
&f writes a very filly thing after the fame manner. | 
eatirely agree with him in this opinion; and if he will 
but oblige the town with a Tragedy and a Comedy of 
his own compofing: I do not at all queftion, but that 
both thofe {pecies of Poetry will be equally turn’d to 
tidicule. 

In my account of this play, 1 fhall fpeak firft of 
the Similies ; thefe being greatly in our Author’s favour, 
who has hardly writ a fentence without one or more 
jo it. I thought, indeed, at firft that he defigned to ban- 
ter a Crowd of Similies, but I was foon undeceiv’d by 
finding, taat the Gentlemen at the Rehearfal abound 
with them as much as the Opera it felf. Dr. Sprat, 
in his Hiftory of the Royal Society, among the various 
profeffions, to whicn. he fuppofes Philofophy would be 
wleful, enumerates Poetry, and pleafes himfelf with the 
expeCtation of feeing a variety of apt alluiions to the 
feveral parts of Nature. M. Bayle was of a different 
opinion, he thought it would be hard to oblige a Lady 
to go thro’ a Courfe of Philofophy, in order to under- 
fund a Copy of Verfes or a Play. Mr. Ralph feems 
to be of Dr. Sprat’s mind, and makes his Beau (Mr. 
Smooth) tell his fathionable Lady (Mrs. Foible) Upon 
my foul, Maiam, we are perfectly the Loadflone and the 
Needte ; I obey all your motions implicitly, And Mr. 
Merit fays to Mrs. Sprightly, Upon my life, at this rate 
I hall expect to be fhewn up and down the Country as an 
Exotick ; that, like the Aloe in Bloffom, can hardly be feen 
above once in & Man's life,; Nay, what Dr. Sprat little 
expected, the Royal Society ir felf has furnifhed a fub- 
ect for wit; for Mr. Trifle fays to Mr. Whim, Verily 
x0" lock as mortified as a difcarded Member of the Royal 
soriety. But how learmed foever our Poet may be in 
Natural Hiftory, he will hardly merit a place in the So- 
ciety of -Antiquaries. He feems not to have known 
that the Gaaces were painted naked, when he made Mrs, 
Sprightly, the greateft Wit in the whole Opera, fay, You 
know my Cacsfin Foible is beautiful as Venus, and would 
ér/i like one of the Graces. 1 could with that fome of 
ou: Members ¢vould compofe an Index of the Similies in 
this Farce; which would be a thing of much ufe to 
future Dramatick Writers. 1 fhall mentiona few which 
eceur to me, as A turn over the Leaves; P. «4. Her 
Brain is as empty as a Harpfichord, and ber Heart os va- 
M065 AS its Mufick 5 ber Converfation is trifling as an Ope- 
7a, and hér Paffions aX fedley like an Entertainment, P. 15. 
Tou ave like a coftive Poet, who thinks he has fumbled 
or & new thougks wher, he bas only alter'd the Piva? of 
an old one.

The Language is every where juft and elegant; as 
will appear by the few following Inftances, At 1.Sc.9, 
Mrs. Sprightly tells Mr. Merit, I’m afraid you'll die of the 
Englifh Difeafe at laff, you'll certainly bang your felf, 
and be brought in Lunatick by the Coroner's Inqueft ; 
which I take to be a fine comp'ement on the Englifh Na- 
tion. And Mr. Merit anfwers with great. politene(s, Tou 
are as keen.as the North wind, ix a March mornirg and 
almoft as laud ; while I, lik: a duck'd Scold, have fcarce 
Breach or Courage to make you an anjwer. Sc. 17. The 
delicate Mr. Modely fays, I fecl a fort of an Antipathy to 
an old Englifh tune, that fhocks me worfe than the fetting 
of a [aw, or @ Concert of Midnight Catsin a Gutter. 
A& 3. Sc. 10. Prattle fays to Mrs, Sprightly, J vow, 
and proteft, Mem, werelI married to Mr. Whim, I fhould 
dream of nothing but wet weather every night, and, at 
nine months end, be brought to bed of # Cloud. 

As for the Songs, ‘I fhali content my felt with giving 
Mrs. Foible’s opinion (p.71.) which is applicable to. moft 
of them, they are worfe than a Pfalm at an Execution, 
or an Owl at Midnight. 

The Plot feems to be to bring in fine things ; which 
Mr. Bayes declared was all that a Plot was good 
for. Thus Mr. Balad gets drunk, that he may take 
Death out to dance ; and De:th is iotroduc’d for no 
other reafon, but to give him an opportunity to do 
it. O Death (fays Mr. Balad) thou long liv'd Morral, 
give me thy hand, and let's lead up a Dance. ons, 
well have a Death's dance more to the Life than 
Holben’s -
